Ho-w th« Quoon Openod Parliament in 
Person. 



[By cable to tho Cincinnati Enquirer.) 

London, Feb. 5. — The session of the 
Parliament of the forty-third year of 
Queen Victoria was opened to-day by 
Her Majesty in person. It is three 
years since a similar event transpired. 
Then, on the 8th of February, 1877, 
the Queen appeared in stalo before her 
Peers, Parliamentarians, and the pub- 
lic, under very important circum- 
stances. She then took to herself the 
title of Empress, and her renowned 
henchman of Hughendon took to him- 
self the title of Earl of Beaconnfield. 
There was a glow of grandeur predict- 
ed iu the future of Old England at the 
threshold of these imperialisms that 
the three years now closing have now 
confirmed; Not in the entire reign of 
this noble lady, this pure and perfect 
woman, this loving mother and still 
sorrowing widow, has there been suoh 
a session — so fullof momontuous events 
for retrospective, present and prospect- 
ive study, as the one she has inaugur- 
ated to-day. If, however, we compare 
her personal popularity with her sub- 
jects to that of other European Mon- 
archs at moment, what a contrast do 
we not behold ! If the voice of the 
people be any measure of the lovo for 
tho Monarch, then this voice, whose 
echoes still ring around us in this 
mighty metropolis, is a tribute of un- 
mistakable love, fealty and thorough 
esteem that Potentates and Presidents 
would do we'll to deserve. As a wo- 
man, wife, mother and monarch, the 
chronicler of the life and times of 
Queen Victoria will have a happy 
illume on a pleasurable ground of mor- 
ality that the history of no other ruler 
presents. 

NO MODERN BUY FAWKES. 

In pursuance of ancient custom, the 
early morning of each day of the open- 
ing session of Parliament is marked by 
a group of Beef-Eaters and Yoemen 
following the Keeper of the House of 
Parliament into the various corridors 
and crypts in search of any fearless 
Guy Fawkes who may in these days of 
subtle and potent agencies place dan- 
gerous explosives beneath the structure 
of the assembled wisdom of 
Great- Britain. The corps of Beef- 
Eaters in thair ancient garb, 
bestowed upon them by Henry VIIL, 
appear about 10 a.m. in this "Constitu- 
tional search," aud are, perhaps, the 
only Guys apparent. Their blouse and 
blushing red, trimmed with black vel 
vet gnards, their royal insignia in gol 
den bullion on their breasts and back, 
their scarlet breeches garnished with 
side stripes, and their black velvet caps 
instead of the usual black and broad- 
brimmed hats, give them a strange ax 
pect beneath these groined and grand 
masses of architectural cold drab Caen 
stone. Since 1445 they have stuck to 
this garb, when Henry VII. first de- 
signed it. No military organization in 
this country is as old as these Beef- 
Eaters. The Gentlemen-at-Arms is the 
next oldest corps. The Beef-Eaters 
are selected soldiers who have won 
their spurs by gallantry and good con- 
duct, and their glittering broasts with 
medals at once prove their service and 
character. This ordeal of search, as per 
law enacted, being over, the Imperial 
buildings are pronounced safe for the 
arrival of the Monarch and her proud 
Peers and faithful Commons. 

TUE ROYAL PROCESSION AND PA- 
GEANTRY. 

Leaving Buckingham Palace, tho 
Queen proceeded in state along that 
part of St. James Park where this 
identical Cromwell once strolled, con- 
cocting a plan of becoming "Pretend- 
er." It is teeming with historical and 
personal events — this precise locality. 
On the houses' tops in Carlton terrace 
there are masses of men and women. 
In the windows are countless children. 
On the line of route are Guards and 
mounted police. By the sides are the 
foot police, solemn and silent, under 
the gross " chaff" of the good-natured 
cockney, who is always a mirth in a 
crowd. By the Mall proper, and now 
the Ilorso Guard, the platform is occu- 
pied with parked artillery, ready to 
belch forth a welcome to the Queen. 
By the foot of tho steps to the monu- 
ment of the Duke of York — that hor- 
rid emblem of his unpaid bills and 
bigotry — there are crowds of all classes 
in a dense, well-packed mass. Along 
the streets of what is called the "Court 
End" of London shops are closed and 
husiness stands still. All through 
Parliament street and on Westminster 
bridge and around the old Abbey, the 
blue, the brown and the black blood of 
Briton is represented. From an early 
hour they have surged and swollen 
into a colossal gathering by these, the 
favorite, points of view. Fully 5,000 
troops are judiciously aligned, and fully 
3,000 police are more carefully sta- 
tioned. There may have been suspi- 
cions of an Orsini bomb or an Otero 
bullet. Let us hope the suspicions 
were more the result of the pound of 
precaution rather than the ounce of 
conviction.

The buzz in the crowd announces the 
coining Queen, and all crane their 
necks and rush to the best spots of 
view. Now the "rough" is in his ele 
ment, for the British mole soon ceases 
to be a man in the moment of self- 
gratification. He pushes young and

consequences or costumes. The car- 
riage preceding tho Queen is drawn by 
eight black horses. It contains the 
noble ladies-in-waiting. The following 
carriages are each drawn by eight bay 
horses. In them are members of the 
royal family and household. The car- 
riage of the Prince of Wales has pre- 
ceded all, he being desirous to receive 
his royal mother with the usual group 
at the western portal of the Peers. 
Now come the eight cream-colored 
steeds, in their gorgeous trappings, 
each held by the bridal bandeau by u 
royal-liveried groom, and attended by 
footmen and marslmlmen. These horses 
paw tho nir proudly, knowing their 
public appearance is only for such 
royal scones. In front of them, and 
by tho side of the great glossy and 
gilt state coach, with its eninielled and 
emblazoned panels, are the Royal Life 
Guards, in their ruby uniform, their 
gloaming curiasses and bright helmets.

How the Princoss Louiso \7a3 Hurt. 

Ottawa, Feb. 15.— The covered sleigh 
in which Her Royal Highness and His 
Excellency, attended by (Jol. McNeill and 
the Htm. Mrs. Langham, were going to 
the drawing-room lust night was upset ns 
it passed out of the grounds of the Gov- 
ernment House and was dragged about 
four hundred yards, when it was most 
providentially stopped tiy the Hon. Mr. 
Bagot and a groom, who were in one of 
the sleighs which precedod the Vice- 
Regal sleigh. The Princess received a 
severe contusion on the side of the head, 
and the lobe of the right ear was also 
cut. Mrs. Langham was much bruised on 
the left arm. His Excellency was slightly 
contused on the forehead. Colonel Mc- 
Noill waa unhurt. Doctors Grant and 
Balding wore in immediate attendance, 
tho former remaining all night at Gov- 
ernment House. The following bulletin 
was issued this morning at nine a.m. : 

Her Royal Highness is much recovered 
from the shock. Her ear slightly cut and 
tho side of tho head bruised, The muscles 
of tho neck are considerably strained. She 
passed a good night, and at present is pro- 
gressing most favorably.

Ottawa, Feb. 14. — Fully three hun- 
dred ladies and gentlemen assembled in 
tho Senate Chamber this evening to be 
presented to the Governor-General, and 
Her Royal Highness the Princess Louiso. 
The ladies comprised the beauty and 
fashion of the Capital, and their toilettes 
were of tho most elegant description. At 
nine- o'clock, the hour fixed for tho arri- 
val of the Vice-Regal party, a messenger 
arrived from Rideau Hall and whispered 
something in t ho oar of Captain Kidd, of 
tho Governor-General's Department. A 
few seconds later it was announced that 
an accident had occurred to the Vice- 
Regal party, and the drawing-room would 
necessarily have to be postponed. The 
greatest excitement prevailed until it was 
learned that the injuries were not of a 
serious character. The assemblage divid- 
ed up into little groups and discussed 
the affair, and the deepest .sympathy was 
expressed on all sides. The escapo was a 
most miraculous one. Tho Governor- 
Genoral, the Princess, Lady Langham, 
and Col. McNeill, it appears, were driv- 
ing in a covered sleigh, and on turning 
a corner near the entrance to Rideau 
Hall grounds, it capsized, throwing the 
driver from his scat. Tho animals took 
fright- and scampered oil', dragging tho 
sleigh on its side and tossing the occu- 
pants about in a dangerous manner. 
The aides-de-camp's sleigh fortunately 
happened to bo in front. Hon. Messrs. 
Harbord and Bagot took in tho situation 
at a glance, and turned their attention 
to the capture of the infuriated animals. 
Capt. Bagot, at the risk of being trampl- 
ed to death, seized tho bit of one of the 
horses and succeeded in stopping them. 
The occupants were quickly removed from 
the sleigh and driven to Rideau Hall. 
Dr. Grant was summoned and dressed 
their wounds. The Princess received a 
cut on the ear and a bruise over the eve. 
His Excellency had his head bruised, and 
Lady Langham her shoulder injured. It 
is gratifying to know that none of tho 
party were seriously injured, but they 
certainly had a narrow escapo from a ter- 
rible death. Tho news has been cabled 
to the Queen. There was no escort. Had 
there been one it is quite probable that 
the accident would not have occurred.

Counsel for the Crown asked that all 
tho witnesses whose affidavits had been 
received be cross-examined. 

Tho Court would have the oral evidence 
of Dr. Hitchcock read first ; everything 
that could be done to prevent further de- 
lay should be dono. After hearing the 
testimony of Dr. Hitchcock he would bo 
in a position to decide whether there ex- 
isted any necessity for a prolongation of 
the inquiry. 

The evidence having been read, 

Mr. Robertson said that some docu- 
ments had turned up which corroborated 
•Dr. Hitchcock's statement as to his cor- 
responding with Major Humphreys. A 
letter dated 22d July, 1862, from Dr. 
Hitchcock to tho Major, was put in. 

His Lordship said he was much struck 
with tho evidence adduced and was quite 
prepared to mako a suggestion which 
would meet the difficulty. 

Mr. Harrison said counsel for the ap- 
plicant had not notified the trustees pro- 
perly of tho death of Major Humphreys. 

His Lordship could not assume that tho 
Government of this Province wished to 
withhold any money from its rightful 
heirs ; and as irregularity had been spok- 
en of, his Lordship would just state that 
it was laid down in " Morgan " that where 
a claim was disputed a cross-petition 
should bo filed. That had not been done 
by tho Crown. The evidence, in His 
Lordship's mind, as to tho right of the 
parties wasconclusivo. Prima fade tho case 
had been nude out. He did not blame 
tho Govornmont for being careful, but 
following a precedent of Vice Chancellor 
Wood an order should bo made for tho 
payment of the money to tho applicants, 
giving one or two months for the payment 
of tho money in case other heirs should 
come forward The Court could not ima- 
gine better evidence than had been pro- 
duced in this case. 

The Court then directed an affidavit to 
be filed of the death of the former Regis- 
trar before whom tho proceedings were 
first taken, and suggested that an order be 
made for tho payment of the money in 
proportion to the heirs, and that payment 
be made at the end of two months. 

Mr. Robertson said the Government 
h.ul had twelvemonths' notice of this ap- 
plication and ho thought if the order ex- 
tended ever two months it would work a 
hardship on the heirs. 

His Lordship said that the order could 
be made absolute at the end of two 
months. 

Mr. Robertson suggested that the 
monej' be placed in the Dominion Savings 
Bank where it would draw interest. 

The Court declined to alter tho custo- 
dian of tho funds and the order for pay- 
ment to the heirs at the end of two 
months was made.

New Yop.k, March 1. — The facts re- 
specting the arrangement between the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company and tho 
Pacific railroads are as follows ; A traf- 
fic arrangement to run fivo years has been 
agreed upon by the respective commit- 
toos of the railroads and Steamship Com- 
pany. Tho road3 pay to tho steamship 
line §110,000 per mouth in consideration 
of the right of roads to fix rates for tho 
California passengers and freight. Tho 
roads are to purchase two steamers of the 
China line, tho Cituof Peking and tho City 
of Tokio for §1,200,000, paying for them 
in instalments of §100,000 per month, 
the purchase being subject to inspection 
of the steamers within. 90 days. 

Steamship California. — At o'clock 
yesterday morning, preparations having 
previously been made for hauling out this 
disabled steamship at Cook's ways, the 
work was proceeded with and at 8 o'clock 
partially accomplished. Twenty-four 
hones put the capstans in motion and 
gradually the vessel crept up tho ways, 
but owing to two of tho capstans break- 
ing down operations had to be suspended 
until this morning when the work will 
doubtless bo successfully completed. 
When she is clear of the water a survey 
will be held cm her hull and the extent 
of damages ascertained. Every arrange- 
ment has been made for effecting tho ne- 
cessary repairs with all possible dispatch.

DS'X'F.ASED WIFE'S SISTER.

EASTERN STATES. 

Washington, Marcli 1. — Friday 
night last Miss Leers, residing on Cap- 
ital Hill, while on tho way to church 
was struck down and carried into an 
open lot by a negro, who outraged and 
robbed her of a satchel and prayer- 
book. It waa nearly two hours before 
she readied her home. Hor throat was 
black with choking, one ear was near- 
ly torn from her head, and her body 
covered with bruises from cutis nnd 
kicks she had received. The young 
woman now lies in a critical condition. 
Thomas Smothers was arrested yes- 
terday and recognized as the assailant. 

New York, March 2. — Municipal 
elections in this State, Maine and 
Iowa have resulted in republican vic- 
tories. 

Omaha, Feb. 28. — This afternoon a 
special train arrived here from San 
Francisco having on board 250 emi- 
grants bound east, they having taken 
advantage of the §35 rates to New 
York, Among them wero about 50 
Chinese, occupying one car; 250 Chi- 
nese emigrants will pass through to- 
morrow. 

Bates' school house, about four and 
one half miles northeast of Seward, was 
last night the scene of a vindictive and 
bloody quarrel, in which one man lost 
his life and several others were serious- 
ly wounded. There had been preach- 
ing in the school house and at the con- 
clusion of the meeting" two of the par- 
ticipants engaged in a stullle which 
soon developed into a grand tight. 
Some fifteen or twenty pistol shots 
were fired, the tirst of which mortally 
wounded William Bates in the head, 
who has since died. Four others were 
seriously injured by the pistol bullets. 
The only cause for this fatal and la- 
mentable occurrence is a neighborhood 
t'eud growing out of tin: district school 
directorship. 

Troy, Fel>. 27. — Hoyt ct Wyncoop's, 
nickel polishers, hands have struck for 
15 per cent, advance. This afternoon 
two strikers assaulted Wyncoop in the 
shop, but were ejected. To night in go- 
ing home all three proprietors were 
badly pounded and bruised by the 
strikers. Their faces were disfigured 
and their arms broken. John Wyn- 
coop fired seven shots at his assailants 
wounding four men, one seriously. 
Eight men have been arrested. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Feb. 29. — There 
was u large attendance at the sand 
lot to-day, but otherwise nothing to 
distinguish the occasion from ordinary 
Sunday meetings. Assemblyman Braun- 
hart was present under charge of tbe 
sergeant-ut-arms of the assembly, 
Resolutions were adopted condemning 
the action of Speaker Cowdery and the 
assembly with regard to Braunhart to 
the effect that if he is deprived of his 
voto his constituents would go to Sac- 
ramento in force and use personal in- 
fluence with members to prevail on 
them not to follow a cause that can 
only end in anarchy. 

EUROPE. 
London, Feb. 29. — A Berlin dis- 
patch says that the Czar will return to 
Livadia as soon as the weather per- 
mits. 

A despatch from Paris says that 
Prince Orlofl* stated in a Russian 
church yesterday he had received a 
letter from a nihilist committee threat- 
ening him with assassination. 

St. Petersburg, March 2. — The re- 
port of the arrest of Vera Sassuliteh 
proves unfounded. It is believed that 
rumors of hor presence in St. Peters- 
burg were circulated purposely to mis- 
lead tho authorities. 

Gen. Skobeloff is likely to decline 
the command of tho army in the Turco- 
man campaign. 

CANADA. 
London, Ont, Feb. 2S. — In the 
Donnelly massacre inquiry to-day Wm. 
Donnelly testified that his brother John 
was called to the door of his house and 
shot. Witness testified that James 
Carroll, John Kennedy, Martin Mc- 
Laughlin, a Justice of the peace, and 
James Ryder were thu assassins. He 
heard some one crying fire at his house 
and looking out through the bedroom 
window saw the men named standing 
before his house. His brother John 
went to the door and was instantly 
shot from behind a largo tree, tho gun 
resting on a crotch in the tree,
